A Costly Comma 
Substituted For Hyphen and-U.S. Lost 
Two Million Dollars 

There is a story that the insertion 
of a comma once cost. the United 
States Government the sum of $2,000,- 
000. About forty years ago the 
United States Congress, in drafting 
the Tariff Bill, enumerated in one sec- 
tion the articles to be admitted on the 
free Hst. Amongst these were “all 
foreign fruit-plants.". The copying 
clerk, in his superior wisdom, omitted 
the hyphen, and inserted a comma 
after “fruit,” so that the. clause read 
“all foreign fruit, plants, etc.” The 
mistake could not be rectified for 
about a year, and during this time all 
oranges, lemons, bananas, grapes and 
other foreign fruits were admitted free 
of duty, with a loss to the Government 
of at least $2,000,000 for that year.

durng “his season.. A standard grain |
